It was a period in 
ell enlightened countries, on concen- 
tration of thought and inquiry upon 
the historical foundations of Chri¢- 
tianity, including the life, the person 
and work of Christ. It has introduced 
a new epoch in biblical criticism, 
which compels a _ reconsideration of 
the crucial question of seat of au- 
thority, with particular reference to 
the inspiration and authority of the 
Bible. Moreover, the state of philos- 
ophy and new teachings and theories 
of natural science have called for a 
reconstruction of the foundations of 
theism. They have necessitated a new 
fortifying of the citadel of all reli- 
gious faith. 

“It may be said, and with propriety, 
nat Yale has been neither indifferent 
aor silent on these cardinal questions 
of world-wide interest. It is proper 
to mention that in the field of apolo- 
getics the effort here has been to deal 
with the new problems in a spirit of 
candor, with mingled fearle and 
discretion. As to the questions 
grouped under the head of the higher 
criticism, whatever may be judged of 
the wisdom or want of wisdom in 
the Yale teachings, this at least can 
be affirmed. th.t there has been no 
evasion of them and little inclination 
on the part of Yale instructors, os- 
trich-like, to hide their heads in the

STREET RAILROADS. 
Questicn of High Speed. 

As a preface to the discussion on 
the prospect of speed of 100 miles an 
hour being reached through the 
agency of electric traction, the Street 


| Railway Journal says that for years 


we have been inwardly bracing our- 


tience of St. Simon Stylites. The con- 
version of. the trunk lines of this 
country to electric power has not yet 
come. By this statement we mean in 
no way to minimize the enormous 
strides which the ecience of eleciric 
traction has accomplished «uuring the 
jast ten years. it, has revolutionized 
urban and. suburban’ transporiation, 
and as brought with it a host of 
benefits to city and country dwel.ers 
which seemed absviutely unattainaple 
a decade and a half aco. But it is 
undeniably a far cry from the largest

More than ten years ago the experi- 
ments of Crosby made it certain taat 
electric traction at very high speed 
was, as an engineering feat, entirely 
practicable, even with the means then 
at hand. His results in determining 
air resistance removed the only reall 
doubtful factor from the problem, an 
the experience of more: recent years 
with locomotives has confirmed these 
results in the fullest and most satis- 
factory manner. Further, no ensgi- 
neer is today disposed to deny that 
the electric motor has certain very 
mark and decisive advantages for 
such work. It renders the whole 
or, with 
multipie-unit control, of the entire 
train available for traction, facilitates 
braking by the generator function of 
the motors and greatly facilitates the 
reduction of gerd weight to be drag- 
ged. At the ‘present time there has 
been long enough experience with long- 
power transmissicn lines to show that 
the continuous supply cf large amounts 
of energy over long sections of line 
“te a very simple and easy matter. and 
that the ciency of such a transmis- 
sion is h enough to uttlige fvel more 
economically than is possible with loco- 
motives, even setting aside the great 
advantage to be gained by the use of 
weter power.

The extent to which railroad opera- 
tions have been economized and bet- 
ter resvits attained through the more 
effective ianuing of tra is strik- 
ingly iNustrated by the steady growth 
in the average receipts per freight- 
train ralle, which were only $1.55 in 
1888, as compared with $2.04 last year. 
The improvement in this respect dur- 
ing recent years is, indeeg, one of the 
leading features of the statistics in 
questiog. In 1887 the average receipts 
per freight-train mile were $1.57. In 
1898 they were %$1.60,. but in 18999 and 
1900 they underwent successive heavy 
enlargements, rising in the first-men- 
tioned year to $1.72 and in 1900 to $2.04. 
This was .accompanied, or rather 
caused, by a corresponding increase in 
the average number of tons per 
freight-train mile, or, in other worde, 
in the average freight-train load. In 
1838, according to the Messrs. Poors's 
figures; this average freight-train load 
was 159 tons. but in 1897 this average 
increased to 195 tons. Since then each 
year has seen. successive and heavy 
gains, the figures for 1898 being 211 
tons and for 1899 237 tons, while in the 
year just ended the gain was phe- 
nomenal, the average trainioad being 
advanced to no less than 274 tons. Ac- 
companying thie there has been a 
marked increage in. the average earn- 
ing power per mile of railroad in the 
United States. which, in. 1888, was only 
$4308, compar:.d with $4952 in 1899. and 
$5498 in 1900.”

ANILA’S NEW CHARTER. 


: The new charter for the city of 
Manila, recently enacted by the United 
States Philippine Commission, estab- 
lishes a scheme of municipal govern- 
ment which. though in some respects 
exceptional, is apparently as liberal in 
its delegations of authority as the cir- 
cumstances of the case will warrant. 
The situation in Manila is without 
precedent, and this calls for an excep- 
tional plan of municipal government. 
The new charter—a copy of which has 
been received at this office from Hon. 
Bernard Mozes—appeers t well de- 
signed to meet the unusu mditions 
which it is expected to ; 

The government of the city is vested 
in a municipal board, consisting of 
three members, appointed by the civil 
Governor, by and with the consent of 
the commission, and removable in the 
same manner. One member of the 
board is designated in the appoint- 
ment as president, and he is empow- 
ered to sign all ordinances, resolutions, 
bonds, contracts, and obligations made 
or authorized by the board, and is re- 
quired “to issue such orders and in- 
be necessary to 

the 


of the city and the orders of the board 
relating thereto.” Provision is made 
for secretary, a disbursing officer, 


board. Each member of the board, and 
each appointive officer, is required to 
subscribe to the following oath: :

Each member of the Municipal Board 
is required to furnish a bond in the 


sum of $10,000, and every city officer | 


charged with the custody of funds is 


‘}-required before entering upon the du- 
ties of his office, to execute a bond to 


the city in such sum and with such 
surety or sureties as shall be approved 
by the members of the board in writ- 
ing thereon. It is further provided that 
“should suit be brought upon any of 
said bonds, it shall be no defense to 
those signing the bond that the above 
requirements for approval have not 
been complied with, if, in fact. by vir- 
tue of such bond, such officer has en- 
tered upon his official duties.” These 
provisions appear to be well designed 
to protect the municipality against 
possible loss through malfeasance in 
office. 


The fiscal year begins, as in. the 
United Etates, on the first day of July 
of each year. The Municipal Board is 
required to meet and transact business 
every day during the year, with the 
exception of Sundays and holidays, and 
to “sit with open doors unless other- 
wise ordered by affirmative vote of two 
members,” which number constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of busi- 
mess. The heads of departments, as- 
sistant heads, and all surerintendents 


} therein are appointed by the civil Gov- 


ernor, by and with the consent of the 
commission, and are subject to removal 
by the Municipal Boara, in 
such offices thereafteg are to be filled 
by appointment of the board in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the 
Civil Service Act. All employés other 
than officers are to be appointed ani 
removed in actordance with civil-serv- 


ice ru‘es. The board is required to 


make an annual report to the civil 
Governor for transmission to the com- 
mission, accounting for all receipts 
and expenditures and for all p:operty 
belonging to the municipality. 

All appropriations for the exp-nees 
of the city of Manila are to be made 
by the commission, upon estimates sub- 
mitted by the board. Thirty rer cent. 
of such appropriations are to be paid 
out of any Moneys if the Insular treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriated, and 79 
per cent. out of the revenues of the 
city of Manila. The.Municipal Board 
has gencral control of ali public prop- 
erty of the city; has power to collect 
taxes for general and special purpoze:; 
to fix salaries of municipal employés: 
to establish and maintain free public 
scheo's and higher schools having ma- 
tricuiation and tuition fees; to main- 
tain police courts; to establish fire .im- 
ite and erect houses; to istus 
licenses of all kinds and to @voke th: 
same; to suppress disorderly houses; io 


regulate and license or suppress (o-k- 


fighting and cockpits; to constru:t and 


canals, etc.; to establish, maintain -nd. 
regulate a police force; te.enforee th:

It shall consider 
petitions presented by residents or in- 
habitants of the city, and it shall re- 
port its recommendations thereon to 
the Municipal Board. it shall furnieh 
such further information relating to 
existing conditions within the city and 
the several districts thereof as may be 
requested by the Municipal Board. in

26, East Los Angeles, died at the 
County Hospital last evening at 10:45 
o'clock, a& the result of a fractured 
skull. 

While at work in the engine-room 
yesterday forenoon, a revolving biow- 
pipe on.one of the boilers struck him 
just back of and above the right ear, 
breaking the skull. A piece of bone, 
three Inches in diameter, was pressed 
onto the brain, leaving a gaping wound 
in his head. The radius of his left arm 
was also broken. Fernandez was 
found uhConscious with these injuries, 
and wée hufried to the County Hoéspi- 
tal, but médical skill could not save his 


life. Hé died without regaining con- 
sciousness. 7 
As the man wae alone at the time 


he tecelved, thesinjury the exact par- 
ticulare of thé accident are not known. 
In talking with a Times’ reporter 
last night, Archibald Douglass, 
dent of the company,.sald: “It is im- 
possible to tell just how Fernandez met 
his death. We have made a careful 
examination of the machinery, and the 
only lusion we can come to is that 
the waste pipe, whic forms 4n 
L-shaped connection with the exhaust. 
must havé revolved when the steam 
Was tutned on to draw off the waste 
water, and struck Fernandez in the 
head.as he was turning the valve with 
his wrench. In order to open the stop- 
cock hé must have stood directly in t 
path thé waste pipe would travel in 
making its revolutions. 

“We found the waste pipe (which is 
about thrée feet long) on the groufd 
completély detached from its connéc- 
tion, Dut the threads were absolutély 
perfect, and there were no rated 
pipes about the boiler, and aside from 
the dé@té@ched pipe there is not the 
slight indication of how the unfor- 
tunaté man met his death. 

“I ca Me over tothe works early this 
morning and talked with Fernan 
and then went to the office to change 
my clothés. While there I heard a 
peculiar noise as if there was a large 
volumé of @scaping steam. Hastily 
dre » I Went to the boiler-room and 
called. Getting no response, I searched 
in other parts of the works, and finally 
found Feftnandez sitting on a plecé of 
sewer pipe, which leaned against the 
wall abbut four feet from the exhaust

ands were folded across his lap, and 
his head, which wag. frightfully frac- 
turhed and covered with blood, was bent 
slightly forward.
